REMARKS 


In response to the Office Action of June 4, 2002, applicant respectfully request 
reconsideration and allowance of the claims in their amended form. 

By this amendment applicant has amended claims 1 and 20 to more clearly define his 
invention n accordance with the requirements of 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, and to avoid the 
indefiniteness noted by th Examiner in paragraph 3 of the Office Action. 

In view of the amendments made, it is respectfully submitted that there is now proper 
antecedent basis for the recited limitations. 

Applicant has carefully reviewed the seven references cited by the Examiner and respectfully 
submit that the claims in their amended form are patentable over the cited art. 

Applicant also respectfully notes that the Examiner had considered the application to contain 
allowable subject matter for the reasons set forth in paragraph 5 of the Office Action.
